2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance 

None of the prior art was found to teach a the claimed method of lowering the 
surface tension or interface tension of water in a cosmetic composition comprising at 
least one cosmetic or dermatological adjuvant, said method comprising adding to the 
water in the cosmetic composition, a sufficient amount of the claimed polymer 
comprising an oligomer or copolymer of water-soluble units, with LCST units selected 
from one of the claimed polymers, which are different from the water-soluble units, 
wherein the polymer itself is water-soluble in the entire range of 5 to 80°C at a 
concentration of at least 10 g/l. 

Thus, claims 44-46, 1 04, 1 1 0, 1 1 6, 1 25, 1 26, 1 31 , 1 34-1 36, 1 43 and 1 44 are 
allowed.
